HOW TO NOMINATE 


TOWN OFFICERS 


Because of the many requests for 


opinions regarding the new town elec- 
tion law, Attorney General Owen sent 
an opinion to W. W. Storms, district 
attorney of Racine county, covering 
opinions on all questions thus far 
suggested. 


"It was the plain intent of the leg- 


islature to eliminate all party con- 
tests in town and village elections 
and substitute therefore a purely 
'non-partisan 
election, 
says, Mr!. 


Owen. 
"The caucus referred to in 


the law is to be nonpartlsan caucus 
of all the electors of the town, of 
whatever political affiliation, and it 
is the nominees of such caucus that 
will be entitled to a place, as caucus 
nominees, on the official ballot at 
the election. 
It follows that there 


is to be no party designation or can- 
didates on the official ballot. 


Uncertainty as to Call 


The fact that the law does^not pro- 


vide any method of calling the first 
caucus is evidently due to an over- 
sight on the'part of the legislature 
and creates some uncertainty and con- 
fusion as to how the first caucus shall 
be called. Inasmuch as no method 
is provided in the law itself for the 
calling of the firsj, caucus, it is ap- 
parent that such first caucus, qannot 
be called under legal authority." 


Mr. Owen suggests that where cau- 


cuses have not been held a number of 
electors should circulate a call for a 
caucus to be held at a given time. He 
says that the voters should be well 
notilied of the time of holding same. 


Who Goes on the Ballot 


"Thus to make it plain," continues 


Mr. Owen, "this year the election oc- 
curs on April 7. 
The last day for 


holding the caucus will be March 30. 
There also seems to be some uncer- 
tainty as to whether both those who 
are nominated by nomination papers 
and those nominated at the caucus 
are entitled, to positions on the bal- 
lot 
Upon this subject the law is 


plain. The names of those who are 
nominated at the caucus are to be 
placed on the official ballot." 


Mr. Owen says a candidate defeat- 


ed at the caucus may be nominated 
by a nomination paper, if he receives 
the requisite number of signers. 


'town and Village .Nominations 
"Any person desiring to run for 


a town office at the coming spring 
election, may have his name placed 
on the ballot in either of the follow- 
ing ways: 


First—A regular caucus, the same 


as formerly held, may be held at least 
seven days prior to the election and 
any person nominated at such cau- 
cus, for any town office, shall have 
his name placed upon the official bal- 
lot as hereinafter set forth. 


Second—At such caucus, if any is 


held, three qualified electors shall 
be elected as a caucus committee 
and next year the said three electors 
so elected shall give at least five days 
notice of the time and place of hold- 
ing i he caucus for said succeeding 
year. 


Third—Whether or not a caucus 


is held and whether or not a person 
receives the nomination in a caucus, 
if any is held, this year, any person 
may have his name placed on the of- 
ficial ballot providing he circulates 
the regular nomination papers and 
receives signers equal to at least 
ten per cent of all votes cast in the 


' town for all candidates for governor 
at the last preceding general election, 
provided that such nomination papers 
are iiled with the town clerk at least 
live days prior to the holding of such 
election,. 


Fourth—Under this law, a town 


need not hold a caucus this year and 
all candidates may be nominated by 
nomination papers or one candidate 
may be nominted by the caucus and 
any number of candidates may be 
nominated by nomination papers. 


Fifth—All 'individual tickets are 


done away with and the town clerk 
nust furnish sample and official bal- 
ots to be printed at the expense of 
the town, the sample ballots to be 
printed upon tinted paper and the 
official ballots upon white paper,. All 
persons, either receiving a nomina- 
tion at the caucus or having filed 
nomination papers, shall have their 
names inserted by the clerk, in the 
ballot, the names of the candidates 
to be arranged in alphabetical order 
under their respective office and suf- 
ficient space shall be left under each 
office to write in a name in place of 
any on the ballot. In other words, 
the clerk prepares the same kind of 
a ballot as is now used at the pri- 
mary election, and for instance, un- 
dertown chairman, should be placed 
the name of all persons running for 
town chairman, under that one space 
and sq forth, down through all the 
different offices. 
The voters then 


vote by marking a cross after the 
particular person they wish to vote 
for, for the particular office, or o: 
course, everyone has a right to write 
in a name on the official ballot of any 
person they wish for, but, only the 
names marked or written on the of 
ficial ballot shall be counted. 


The ballots on election day are can 


vassed and counted the same as a 
any other election."

housand dollars. When they made 
he first report Carl was arrested a( 
.exington, Ky., where he had gone 
ome time before, but apparently not 
vith the idea of hiding or getting 
iway from the people who wanted 
lim. 


During the (rial it develops lha 


everal people bad access to the cash 
f the company, and notwithstanding 
hat many irregularities were found 
n the bookkeeping, it seemed to be

Because of. the many requests for 


opinions regarding the new town elec- 
tion law. Attorney General Owen sent 
an. opinion to W. W. Storms, district 
attorney of JRaclne county, covering 
opinions on all questions thus far 


"It was the"plain intent of the leg- 


fslature to eliminate all party con- 
tests -in town and village elections 
and, substitute therefore a Pur<?ly 
'non-partisan, election, 
says,-Md, 


Owen 
"The caucus referred to in 


the law is to be nonpartlsan caucus 
of all the electors of the town, or 
whatever political affiliation, and it 
i's the nominees of such caucus that 
will be entitled to a place, as caucus 
nominees, on the official ballot at 
the election. 
It follows that there 


"is to be no party designation or can- 
didates on the official ballot. 
Uncertainty as to Call 


' The fact that the law doesciot pro- 
vide any method of calling the first 
caucus is evidently due to an over- 
sight on the^part of the legislature 
and creates some uncertainty and con- 
tusion as to how the first caucus shall 
be called^ 
Inasmuch as no method 


is provided in the law .itself "for the 
calling of the firsj, caucus, it is ap- 
parent that such first caucus, cannot 
be called under legal- authority." 


Mr. Owen suggests that where.cau- 


cuses have not been held a number,of 
electors should circulate a call for a 
caucus t& be held at a given time. He 
says; that the-voters sftould be well 
notified of the time of holding same., 


• 
Who Goes onthe Ballot 


''"Thus to make it plain,", continues 


Mr. Owen,."this year the election oc- 
curs on April 7. The last day for 
holding the caucus will be March.30. 
There also seems to be some uncer- 
tainty is to whether both those who 
are nominated by nomination papers 
and those nominated at .the caucus 
are entitled: to positions on the bal- 
ot 
Upon this subject the law is 


.lain. .The names of those -who are 
Dominated at. the. caucus are to be 
placed on the official ballot."

ten per cent of all'votes !cast in the 
town for all candidates for governor 
at the last preceding general election, 
provided that such nomination papers 
are filed with the town clerk at least 
five days prior to the holding of such 
election,.

The case occupied the attention of 
the circuit court for about a week, 
and the prosecution introduced a 
large mass of evidence and called a 
number of witnesses, but it seeius 
that it failed to convince the jury 
of the man's guilt.

Carl was for several years super- 


intendent of the water and.lignting 
plants at Marshfield and last fall 
there were certain parties who sus- 
pected and openly suggested that 
there was a shortage of the funds in 
that department. They were so in- 
sistent in their demands that at last 
a committee was appointed to exam- 
ine the books of the company, and ac- 
cording to th<? report of this commit- 
tee there was a shortage in the cash 
amounting to between four and five 
thousand dollars. When they made 
the first report Carl was arrested at 
Lexington, Ky., where he had gone 
some time before, but apparently not 
with the idea of hiding or getting 
away from the people who wanted 
him.

During the trial it develops- that 


several people bad-access to the cash 
of the company, and notwithstanding 
that many irregularities were found 
in the bookkeeping, It seemed to be 
impossible for the state to prove to 
the satisfaction of the jury that Carl 
had been guilty of the charge against 
him. 
Up at Marshfield the people were 


divided in their opinion as to Carl's 
guilt, some oT them being of the 
opinion that he was guilty, while 
others 'were equally certain that he 
was innocent,

On the first ballot the jury stood 


10 for acquittal,'which would indi- 
cate that the state had not put up as 
strong a case as was expected. Carl 
was defended by Attorney W. E. 
Wheelan, assisted by Attorney T. W. 
Brazeau.

CHAMPIONSHIPS 


IN AGRICULTURE 


The Latest Is Winning Cham- 


pionship for Oats a Third 


Time. 


Recently was published the fact of 


remarkable winnings by 
Canadian 


farmers In several events during the 
past three or four years. The latest 
Is that of Messrs. J. C. Hill & Sons 
of Lloydrnlnster, Saskatchewan, who

—a school whose primary aim was to 
prepare its graduates for college, -o 
prepare their graduates for college 
was the primary aim of the Latin 
Grammar School of Colonial times 
and the Academy of the Eighteenth 
Century, the predecessors of the high 
school. 
The aim of the early secon- 


dary schools was dominated by the 
Colleges, and the schools 
fulfilled 


their mission as outlined by the Col- 
leges. 


The present day high school, on 


the other hand, would adapt itself to 
"the wide diversity of talents and 
practical interests" of the pupils 
within the school. It would also re- 
cognize the needs of the community 
in its courses of study. The work of 
the wor'd is becoming more profes- 
sional every day. 
The lines separat- 


ing the so-called professions and the 
every day work are rapidly becoming 
less marked. Before the next gener- 
ation takes up its daily work in earn- 
est, the equivalent of a high school 
education will be a requisite to ad- 
vance beyond the condition of a com- 
mon laborer, if that day is not al- 
ready here. 


It is within the memory of all pres- 


ent, no doubt, when the efficiency of 
a high school in this state was judged 
by the ability of its graduates to pass 
a County Teachers' examination, and 
some still hold to that standard in 
their judgment of the efficiency of a 
high school. 
The ability to pass a 


County Teachers' examination in it- 
self is all well and good as far as it 
goes, but such ability receives but 
little recognition when placed Jnl 
competition with a high school edu- 
cation, even the poorest, at higher in- 
stitutions of learning. 
The power 


gained by the graduates of the pres- 
ent day high school to meet condi- 
tions as they are or, in others words, 
the ability of the graduates to "catch 
on," measures the efficiency of the 
high school today. 


Preparing its graduates for col- 


lege is a minor mission of the high 
school. Service to the community of 
which the high school is a part must 
bfe its major mission. A high school 
that ministers to all the people is de- 
serving of the support of the whole 
community. The high schools of the 
past generation failed to fulfill their 
mission as public schools- As a con- 
sequence, we have springing up a- 
round us Agricultural schools, Teach- 
ers' 
Training schools, and in the 


larger cities, trade schools. 
The 


state of Wisconsin recognizes sl.il! 
further this failure by providing for 
the so-called Continuation schools. 
We are doing more to fulfill our mis- 
sion than most schools, but can we 
not do still more?

their judgment of the efficiency of a 
high school. The ability to pass a 
County Teachers' examination in it- 
self is all well and good as far as it 
goes, but such ability receives but 
little recognition when placed }n\ 
competition with a high school'edu- 
cation, even the poorest, at higher in- 
stitutions of learning. 
The power 


gained by the graduates of the pres- 
ent day high school to. meet condi- 
tions as'they are or, in others words, 
the ability of the graduates to "catch 
on," measures the efficiency of the 
high school today. 
Preparing its graduates for col- 


lege is a minor mission of the high 
school. Service to the community of 
which the high school is a part must 
be its major mission. A high school 
that ministers to all the people is de- 
serving of the support of the whole 
community. The high schools of the 
past generation'failed to fulfill their 
mission as public schools. As a con- 
sequence, we have springing up a- 
round us Agricultural schools. Teach- 
ers' Training schools, and in the 
.larger cities,, trade schools. 
The 
state of Wisconsin recognizes still 
further this failure by providing for 
the so-called Continuation schools. 
We are doing more to fulfill our mis- 
sion than' most schools, but can we 
not do still more? 
We shall graduate this year from 


our high school 46 of whom 23 are 
boys and 23. girls. 
The graduates 


are divided by courses as follows:

TO FAKMKRS OF STATE? 


To find out the benefit or damage 


done'by the birds of Wisconsin to the 
crops of the state is the purpose of 
the bird migration record maintain- 
ed by the Biology department of the 
University of Wisconsin. 


A complete account of the bird'i 


stay in the state is kept from the 
information gathered by students 
around Madison and several hundred 
persons in different sections of the 
state. The date of appearance , du- 
ration of visit, and time of departure 
is noted with other data as to the 
number of birds and their occupation. 


This record is used in connection 


with analyses of the stomachs of the 
birds to determine what they feed 
upon and where they get it. 
When 


the information gathered is publish- 
ed every farmer will be able to know 
definitely what birds eat his crops, 
or eat insects that prey on his crops, 
or are merely song-birds. 
About 


220 kinds bl birds visit the state dur- 
ing the year.

LOCAL ELKS TAKE UP 


A GOOD MOVEMENT 


The Grand Rapids lodge of Elks 


have taken up /the "Big Brother 
Movement," and as outlined, the plan 
is a good one, and should be pro- 
ductive of results. The 'lodge has ap- 
pointed as a committee to further 
the movement E. W. Ellis, L. M. 
Xash and George W. Mead. 
Follow- 


ing is an explanation of the matter: 


The "Big Brothers movement" in 


the B. P. 0. Elks Is, briefly stated, 
that each Brother Elk should take it 
upon himself to play the part of a Big 
Brother to some unfortunate little 
fellow who, lo quote from the recom- 
mendation of the movement of Grand 
Exalted Ruler, August Herrmann, in 
his annual report to the Grand Lodge 
session at Atlantic City, July, 1911 — 
"possibly for lack of right home in- 
fluence, or because of evil a&socia- 
t on; or because of what is called in- 
corrigibility, has fallen and has bit- 
t'^rness in his heart, to the knowledge 
of the fact that be Is an integral part 
oi humanity, and that it depends, in 
the 
largest degree, upon himself 


whether his future be one of recti- 
tude, making him a valuable element 
ot society or otherwise. 
The work 


is not done by severity, nor by dis 
trust of bis sincerity, but by kind- 
ness, shown to him and continued to 
him by his Big Brother — that is to 
say, 
by you my Brothers, and by me, 


and by all whose hearts are not cal- 
loused, but who once were boys, and 
know the templations and the dan- 
gers to which the boy is exposed." 


Since this idea was first suggested 


to the order by Brother Herrmann 
there has been no concerted action in 
the subordinate lodges to put the idea 
into practical operation. And this, 
not because our brothers are unable 
or unwilling to become "Big Broth- 
ers," but rather, we believe, because 
there has been no well-defined plan 
by which the boys requiring the as- 
sistance of Big Brothers could be 
sought out and brought to the at- 
tention and care of the Big Brothers. 


Recognizing the importance of an 


organized effort in each subordinate 
lodge to protect and look after those 
little fellows, the Grand Lodge at its 
last session at Rochester, N. V , gave 
its unqualified endorsement to a plan 
of work in furtherance of the "Big 
Brothers Movement," whick had been 
adopted and put into practical opera- 
tion by Hammond, Indiana, Lodge, 
N'o. 4S5. 
This plan is as follows: 


Have each lodge furnish to the 


judge of the Juvenile court the names 
of all Elks, who are willing to act as 
Big Brothers to Ihe unfortunate boys 
brought into such court. The judge 
then instead of committing or parol 
ing the boy 10 the custody of a proba- 
tion or other officer asks a Big Broth- 
er Elk to look after and take carp of 
the boy. 
Under this plan the little 


fellow is not obliged to report to the 
court, or to a probation or other offi- 
cer, but the report of the boy's con- 
duct and progress is made by the Big 
Brothei without the knowledge of 
the boy, thus eliminating the one ob- 
jectionable feature of the Juvenile 
court system, namely; the rule re- 
quiring the boy to report at stated 
Intervals to an officer attached to 
the court. 


The Big Brother in looking after 


the little brother must necessarily 
come in contact with the parent or 
parents of the boy, and thus is in a 
position to acquaint himself with the 
causes which are responsible for the 
boy's delinquency. 
It also affords 


the Big Brother an opportunity to 
help the parents of the hoy by advice 
and suggestion to live along right 
)ines, and to assist the parents in 
many ways to make it easier for the 
little fellow, with the aid of '!ie Big 
Brother to become and be a better 
boy. 


In many places it will be found 


that there are no juvenile court sys- 
tems, and in many localities the num- 
ber of boys brought into such courts 
is, fortunately, not .<irge enough to 
provide worK for nil Elks who are 
willing to act the Big Brother. But 
the IJig Brothers movement should 
not be confined altogether to reclaim- 
ing the bad boy. 
It will be found 


that there are maiiy cases where lit- 
tle fellows whose parents are poor 
but deserving, should be assisted and 
the education and general welfare of 
the boy looked after by a Big Broth- 
er. The nam?s of such boys can eas- 
ily be obtained from the principals 
(ind teachers in both public and pri- 
vate schools. 


In arranging with the various Ju- 


venile courts, it is necessary that the 
judge of each court be furnished with 
the following information: 


The name, age. residence, occupa- 


tion, whether married or single, and 
(he church, if any. which the Big 
Brother attends. 
The latter infor- 


mation is given for the purpose of 
preserving the non-sectarianism of 
the order, anu so that the Judge may, 
in committing the boy to the care of 
a Big Brother Elk, arrange so that 
the jiig Brother will have charge of 
the boy whose parents are affliliate'l 
with the same church in which the 
Big Brother may be interested 


Following the endorsement of the 


above plan Grand Exalted Ruler, 
Brother Edward Leach, appointed the 
undersigned Grand Lodge commit- 
tee on "Big 
Brothers Movement." 


It is the duty of this committee to 
present to each subordinate lodge, 
the plan of work first adopted by 
Hammond lodge, to recommend that 
each lodsre adopt this or a similar 
plan of work, to recommend that the 
.Exalted Ruler of each lodge appoint 
a committee of his lodge to be - 
as a "Committee on Dig Brothers 
movement," and to assist in every 
way in carrying out the original idea 
of the "Big Brothers Movement." 


This movement did not originate 


in the Order of t,lks. It has been in 
operation in the East, in a limited 
•vay for a number of years, 
Some 


very excellent gentlemen ther ehave 
done and are doing a wonuerful work. 
But the idea to have the B. P. O. 
Elks as an organization take up the 
"Big Brothers movement" is original 
with our order. 


Never before in the history of the 


world, has a fraternal or benevolent 


organization 
undertaken 
such 
a 


splendid work. Can you understand, | 
brothers, 
the possibilities 
of this i 


movement? 
Do you realize that we , 


have in our glorious order 1,500 
lodges, with a total membership of 
500,000 men comprising the best 
element in our American citizenship? 
Think of the boys that can be saved 
and made better, if each and every 
Elk will do his duty in this one par- 
ticular. 


Let us then vigorously begin our 


work in Ihe "Big Brothers Move- 
ment." 
Organize a "Big Brothers" 


club in your lodge. Have your com- 
mittee on "Big Brothers moveemnt" 
find the boys who need a Big Bro- 
ther's care, and see that they get In 
the hands of the right "Big Broth- 


The Grand Lodge committee will 


be glad to receive suggestions from 
you, 
and also will be glad at any 


time to assist you in every possible 
way in the grand work of the "Big 
Brothers Movement." 


Home Interests Menaced By Profit. 


Janet Fenimore Korngold, Nation- 


al Lecturer for the Social Democratic 
party, arraigns the Profit System as 


the interests of Mother 
inimical to 
and Child. 


"Society insists that woman ful- 


fills her highest function as house- 
wife and mother," says Mrs. Korn- 
gold, " but while it thus rigidly out- 
lines her duties and obligations, it 
does not secure for her the means 
of successfully fulfilling these duties. 


"There is no natural relation be- 


tween housekeeping and motherhood. 
Only economic necessity and insane 
social traditions thrust the task oJ 
cooking upon mothers, and the du- 
ties of motherhood upon cooks. 


"The average home woman spends 


by far the greater part of her time, 
not in the care and training of her 
children, but in the purchase and 
preparation of food and clothing. 
And in the performance of these tasks 
she (inds our great industrial system 
arrayed against her. 


"This is the Socialist's indictment 


against private industry. 
It makes 


all the necessities of life on a basis of 
profit, rather than upon a basis of 
utility. 
Instead of manufacturing 


the necessities of life to meet the 
needs of the people, capitalism manu- 
factures -every commodity with 
n. 


view to gouging a profit out of the 
consumer's necessity. 


"The mother of the working class 


must give her children food which 
was not made pritnarily to eat; she 
must dress them in clothing thai was 
made lo sell ralher than to wear; 
she must shelter them in a house that 
was made to rent instead of to live 
;n, for as long as our system of pri- 
vate ownership of induslry lasts, the 
primary object of industry will be 
profit, and the secondary object u- 
tility. 


"The men of Ihe working class 


make all lh,e necessities of >life. 
Theirs is a difflcull task. 
They are 


the wage earners. 
The women of 


the working class buy all the neces- 
sities of life for their families. They 
are the wage spenders. 
But if it a 


difficull task to earn the average 
wages of the average working man 
in such a way that they will cover 
the cost of the necessities of life for 
an entire family. 


"Socialism means the social pro- 


duction ot the necessities of life- It 
means the production of food and 
clothing in socially-owned industries. 
It means their production on a basis 
of utility. It means the ability to se- 
cure lhe.se necessities at practically 
the cost of their production—profit 
eliminated. 


"In the success of this new indus- 


trial ideal, therefore, the housewives 
of the working class see their emanci- 
pation from the economic and finan- 
cial problems which 
now 
harass 


them." 


MALES IN EXCESS IN STATE 


The composition aud characteris- 


tics of the population of Wisconsin 
as reported at the thirteenth decen- 
nial census are given in an advance 
bulletin soon to be issued by D: rec- 
tor Durand of the bureau of the cen- 
sus, department of commerce and 
labor. 
It was prepared under the 


supervision of W. C. Hunt, chief 
statistician for population. 


Of the total population of Wiscon- 


sin 763,225 or 32.7 per cent, are na- 
tive whites of native parentage; 1,- 
144,761 or 44.7 per cent, are native 
whites of foreign or mixed parentage 
and 512,569 or 22 per cent, are for- 
eign born whites. 
The correspond- 


ing percentages in 1900 were 28.3, 
46.2 
and 24.9 respectively, the pro- 


portion of native whites of native 
parentage having increased somewhat 
during the decade. There are 1,208,- 
578 males and 1,125,282 females or 
107.4 males to 100 females. In 1900 
the ratio was 10G.6 to 100. 


The total number of persons of 


school age—that is, from 6 to 20 
years, inclusive, is 732,544 of whom 
484,829 or 66.2 per cent, attended 
school. 
In addition to these 22,287 


children under 6, and 7,985 persons 
under 21 and over attended school, 
The census bureau classifies as illit- 
erate any person 10 years of age or 
over who is unable to write, regard- 
Jess of ability to read. 
There are 


",760 illiterates in the state repre- 


senting 3.2 per cent, of the total pop- 
ulation lo years of age and over as 
compared with 4-7 per cent, in 1900. 
'1 he percentage of lliteracy is mostly 
among the Indians, foreign born 
.whites and negroes. 


The total number of dwellings in 


Wisconsin is 426,355 and the total 
number of families 499,029, there 
beinglOS.l families to ,each 
100 


dwellings. 
The average number per 


dwelling is 5, and the average num- 
ber per family, 4.7.

In a recent editorial of the Monroe 


County Democrat, we find some very 
pointed remark? with reference to 
citizenship. We have had this matter 
up and it has come to us again and 
again, especially when citizenship is 
being conferred by the circuit court 
to those of foreign lands who have 
come to our country and cast their 
fortunes with the rest of the people. 
,t is true that if a great many of our 
citizens should attend the ceremony 
pursuant to the bestowing of this 
great privilege upon the applicants 
who have been heretofore subjects 
of other countries, they could not 
help but be impressed with the so- 
lemnity of the proceedings and the 
appreciation of the liberty which 
he was enjoying under this form of 
government. 


We who have enjoyed this privilege 


as a birth right seem hardly to real- 
ize the great benefits derived from 
our form of government as it is evi- 
dent on the faces of those who are 
made citizens by the courts, that they 
appreciate very highly this gift of 
citizenship which brings with it the 
great responsibility of being loyal to 
the government. 


We ought not, however, to be un- 


mindful of the fact that this citizen- 
ship which we enjoy is not given 
merely for the purpose so we can ex- 
ercise the franchise and vote, but we 
are expected, all of us, to consider 
that this citizenship imposes great re- 
sponsibility and this franchise, given 
to the newly acquired citizens, should 
not be exercised by them to aid any 
office seeker in 
his 
little selfish 


sphere wherein he is making all ef- 
forts for the betterment of his own 
individual citizenship, regardless of 
what these new citizens owe to theii 
municipality, county, state and na- 
tion- 


In the city of Chicago, a large or- 


ganization has taken up the project 
of calling mass meetings and making 
an effort to secure the attendance of 
all new citizens for the purpose of 
educating them in the value of good 
citizenship and the great good they 
can do for the betterment of condi- 
tions of their own people by setting a 
worthy example and a high mark as 
a loyal citizen. 
At these meetings 


they have been printing a code of 
rules, promulgated by Rabi Eichlers, 
which is termed the "Ten Command- 
ments of Citizenship." Not only are 
these commandments of great value 
to the new citizens, but should be to 
the old citizens, and if every citizen 
in the state of Wisconsin and the na- 
tion will paste these commandments 
which we are printing herewith, in 
their hats and whenever8 they have a 
spare moment, study them over and 
commit them to memory, this will 
signify that they are interested in 
good citizenship, anxious to be guided 
by a code of rules like this, which will 
insure that the nation shall endure 
forever.

The Grand Rapids lodge of Elks 


lave, taken up /the "Big 
Brother 


Movement," and as outlined, the plan 
a a good one, and should be pro- 
ductive of results. The'lodge has ap- 
pointed as a committee to further 
the movement E. W. Ellis, L. M. 
Xash and George W. Mead. Follow- 
ng is an explanation of the matter: 


The "Big Brothers movement" iu 


the B. P. O. Elks is, briefly stated, 
that each Brother Elk should take it 
upon himself to play the part of a Big 
Brother to some unfortunate little 
follow who, to quote from the recom- 
mendation of the movement of Grand 
Exalted Ruler, August Herrmann, in 
his annual report to the Grand Lodge 
session at Atlantic City, July, 1911— 
•possibly for lack of right home in- 
fluence, or because of evil associa- 
tion; or because of what is called in- 
corrigibility, has fallen and has. bit- 
terness in his heart, to the knowledge 
of the fact that he is an integral part 
of humanity, and that it depends, in 
the 
largest degree, upon himself 


whether his future be one of recti- 
tude, making him a valuable element 
of society or otherwise. The work 
is not done by severity, nor by dis-. 
trust of his sincerity, but by kind- 
ness shown to him and continued to 
him by his Big Brother—that is to. 
say, by you.my Brothers, and by me, 
and by all whose hearts are not cal- 
loused, but who once were boys, and 
know the temptations and the dan- 
gers to which the boy is exposed." 


Since this Idea was first suggested 


to the order by Brother Herrmann 
there has been no concerted action in 
the subordinate lodges to put the idea 
into practical operation. And this, 
not because our brothers are unable 
or unwilling to become "Big Broth- 
ers," but rather, we believe, because 
there has been no well-defined plan 
by which the boys requiring the as- 
sistance of Big Brothers could be 
sought out and brought to the at- 
tention and care of the Big Brothers. 


Recognizing the importance of an 


organized effort in each subordinate 
lodge to protect and look after those 
little fellows, the Grand Lodge at its 
last session at Rochester, N. Y-, gave 
its unqualified endorsement to a plan 
of work in furtherance of the "Big 
Brothers Movement," whick had been 
adopted and put into practical opera- 
tion by Hammond, Indiana, Lodge, 
No. 485. This plan is as follows: 


Have each lodge furnish to the 


judge of the Juvenile court the names 
of all Elks, who are willing to act as 
Big Brothers to the unfortunate boys 
brought into such court. The judge 
then instead of committing or parol- 
ing the boy to the custody of a proba- 
tion or other officer asks a Big Broth- 
er Elk to look after and take care of 
the boy. Under this plan the little 
fellow is not obliged to report to the 
court, or to a probation or other offi- 
cer, but the report of the boy's con- 
duct and progress is made by the Big 
Brother without the knowledge of 
the boy, thus eliminating the one ob- 
jectionable feature of the Juvenile 
court system, namely; the rule re- 
quiring the boy to report at stated 
intervals to an officer attached to 
the court. 
The Big Brother in looking after 


the little brother must necessarily 
come in contact with the parent or 
parents of the boy, and thus is in a 
position to acquaint himself with the 
causes which are responsible for the 
boy's delinquency. 
It also affords 


the Big Brother an opportunity to 
help the parents of the boy by advice 
and suggestion to live along right 
fines, and to assist the parents in 
many ways to make It easier for the 
little fellow, with the aid of Uie Big 
Brother to become and be a better 
boy. 


In many places it will be found 


that there are no juvenile court sys- 
tems, and in many localities the num- 
ber of boys brought into such courts 
is, fortunately, not .a.rge enough to 
provide work for all Elks who are 
willing to act the Big Brother. But 
the Big Brothers movement should 
not be confined altogether to reclaim- 
Ing the bad boy. 
H will be found 


that there are majty cases where lit- 
tle fellows whose parents are poor 
but deserving, should be assisted and 
the education and general welfare of 
the boy looked after by a Big Broth- 
er. The names of such boys can eas- 
ily be obtained from the principals 
|ind teachers in both public and pri- 
vate schools. 


In arranging with the various Ju- 


venile courts, it is necessary that the 
judge of each court be furnished with 
the following information: 


The name, age, residence, occupa- 


tion, whether married or single, and 
the church, if any, which the Big 
Brother attends. 
The latter infor- 


mation is given for the purpose of 
preserving the non-sectarianism of 
the order, anu so that the Judge may, 
In committing the boy to the care of 
a Big Brother Elk, arrange so that 
the uig brother will have charge of 
the boy whose parents are affiiliated 
with the same church in which the 
Big Brother may be interested. 


Following the endorsement of the 


above plan Grand Exalted Ruler, 
Brother Edward Leach, appointed the 
undersigned Grand Lodge commit- 
tee 'on "Big Brothers Movement." 
It is the duty of this committee to 
present to each subordinate lodge, 
the plan of work first adopted by 
Hammond lodge, to recommend that 
each lodge adopt this or a similar 
plan of work, to recommend that'the 
Kxalted Ruler of each lodge appoint 
a committee of his lodge to be ^nown. 
as a "Committee on Big Brothers 
movement," and to assist in every 
-way in carrying out the original idea 
of the "Big Brothers Movement." • 


This movement did not originate 


in the Order of tiilks. It has been in 
operation in the East, in a limited 
way for a number of years, 
Some 


very excellent gentlemen ther ehave 
done and are doing a wonuerful work. 
But the idea to have the. B. P. O. 
Elks as an organization take up the 
"Big Brothers movement" is original 
with our order.

Home Interests Menaced By Profit. 


Janet Feuimore Korngold, Nation- 


al Lecturer for the Social .Democratic 
party, arraigns the Profit System as 
inimical to the interests of Mother 
and Child. 


"Society insists that woman 
ful- 


fills her highest function ;as house- 
wife and mother," says Mrs. Korn- 
gold, " but while it thus rigidly out- 
lines her duties and obligations, it 
does not secure .for her the means 
of successfully fulfilling these duties. 


"There is no natural relation be- 


tween housekeeping and motherhood. 
Only economic necessity and insane 
social traditions thrust the task of 
cooking upon mothers, and the du- 
ties of motherhood upon cooks. 


"The average home woman spends 


by far the greater part of her time, 
not in the care and training of her 
children, but in the purchase and 
preparation of food and clothing 
And in the performance of these task! 
she finds our great industrial system 
arrayed against her. 
"This is the Socialist's indictment 


against private industry. 
It make 


all the necessities of life on a basis of 
profit, rather than upon a basis of 
utility. 
Instead of manufacturing 


the necessities of life to meet the 
needs of the people, capitalism manu- 
factures -every commodity with a. 
view to gouging a profit out of the 
consumer's necessity. 


"The mother of the working class 


must give her children food which 
was not made primarily to eat;, she 
must dress them in clothing that was 
made to sell rather than to wear 
she must shelter them in a house tha 
was made to rent instead of to live 
.In, for as long as our system of pri- 
vate ownership of industry lasts, the 
primary object of industry will be 
profit, and the secondary object u 
tility. 
"The men of the working clas: 


•make all the necessities of flite 
Theirs is a difficult task. 
They an 


the wage earners. 
The women of 


the working.class buy all the neces 
sities of life for their families. They 
are the wage spenders. 
But if it 


difficult task to earn the average 
wages of the average working man 
in such a way that they will cover 
the cost of the necessities-of life for 
an entire family. 


"Socialism means the social pro 


duction of the necessities of life. I 
means the production of food and 
clothing in socially-owned industries 
It means their production on a basi: 
of utility. It means the ability to se 
cure these necessities at practicallj 
the cost of their production—profi' 
eliminated. 


"In the success of this new Indus 


trial ideal, therefore, the'housewive 
of the working class see their emanci 
pation from the economic arid finan 
cial problems which 
now 
haras: 


them."

all new citizens for the -purpose o 
educating them in the value of goo 
citizenship and the great good the 
can do for the betterment of condi 
tions of their own people by setting 
worthy example and a high mark a 
a loyal citizen.

which is termed the "Ten Command 
ments of Citizenship."

The state board of health has just 


issued tentative rules and regula- 
tions governing the sanitary and safe- 
ty conditions of hotels and restaur- 
ants in this state. The rules cover 
the construction of sewers, disposal 
of garbage, handling of foods, con- 
struction of sleeping apartments, air- 
ing and cleaning of linen and dining 
room and kitchen regulations. 
No 


employe of a hotel is permitted to 
use tobacco while on duty nor is any 
person with a communicable disease 
to be employed. The bedding regu- 
lations provide that the undershee 
is to completely cover the mattres 
and the top sheet must be as wide as 
the mattress and, six months after 
the adoption of the rules, at least 96 
inches long. 
The long top sheet is 


to be folded hack so as to cover al 
top covering at least 12 inches. Vio 
lators are subject to a fine of fron 
$25 to $200.

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SEWER GAS GHOSTS. 


la the "good old days" ghosts were 


frequently invented to have some- 
thing upon which to hang responsibil- 
ity for deviltry which was in no wise 
of spiritual origin. 
Modern sana- 


tarians are coming to look upon sewer 
gas as a ghost with a similar pedi- 
gree. 
What is called sewer -gas is, 


in reality, only the air of sewers. It 
smells bad. 
Smells however don't 


cause disease.. Experiments have de- 
monstrate- that sewer air is apt to 
be purer, as regards germs, than or- 
dinary-street air. Whatever gases 
are given off are in too small quanti- 
ties to . cause disease. 


SeSver gas .has been, and still is, 


popularly held to be responsible for 
typhoid fever, measles, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, uysentery, and other 
infectious diseases. We are certain 
that all these diseases are due to 
germs. 
The germs of typhoid fever 


jmd dysentery are occasionally pres- 
ent in sewage. It's a mistake to 
think they multiply or even thrive 
there. 
Germs are solid matter. As 


such, they are not apt to be taken 
up by the air of sewers. 
Nobody 


would suggest, that wet mud will 
give off dust.

Washington.—While it may be too 


late to be of service in saving the 
menacing Mexican situation, the offi- 
cials of the state department 
are 


studying a plan by means of which it 
may be possible to prevent troubles 
of like kind in the future. The plan 
which the officials, presumably with 
the sanction of the administration, 
have under study is one which was 
suggested during the Roosevelt admin- 
istration, but to which no attention 
was paid during the "Taft time." 


It is possible, and It may not be 


wounding to Democratic pride to say 
it is probable, that the Washington 
officials have been spurred to the 
study of the new means of keeping 
turbulent Spanish-American Republics 
under control by the reports of the 
sympathetic and enthusiastic

South American countries to recent 
words of Theodore Roosevelt who has 
been talking to the Spanish-Americans 
on various economic and political sub- 
jects. 


Recently John Barrett, director gen- 


eral of the Pan-American Union, who 
knows how all the diplomats of all 
the South and Central American coun- 
tries feel on most political subjects, 
suggested that counsel be taken with 
the more powerful governments to the 
south of us with a view to concerted 
action which might have potent influ- 
ence in settling the present Mexican

Looking to the Future. 


Mr. Barrett's suggestion of course 


went far beyond the present Mexican 
trouble and was intended as advice 
which, if followed, might prevent such 
troubles in the future. No attention 
was paid to the director general for 
some little time, for a man with an 
idea sometimes has a hard time get- 
ting a hearing. It seems now, how- 
ever, that attention is to be paid to 
what Mr. Barrett has said and his 
suggestion will be allowed to lose 
nothing of its force with Democracy 
because it happens to be a kindred 
suggestion to one made a long while 
ago by Theodore Roosevelt 


Only on one occasion of any note 


has the United States government 
asked South and Central American 
governments to use their moral sua- 
sion to prevent trouble among their 
neighbors. 
A few years ago when 


hostilities were threatened between 
Honduras and Nicaragua, Mexico was 
requested by the United States to 
ask the belligerents to 
"remember 


their duty to each and to the rest of 
America." 
Mexico, then under a dif- 


ferent leader, than it is today, was 
proud of the mission given into its 
hands. It acted, and Honduras and 
Nicaragua kissed and made up. 


Ijast fall the Washington dispatches 


told of the interest that congress was 
showing In what Theodore Roosevelt 
said at Rio de Janeiro concerning the 
participation of Central and South 
American countries in the work of 
carrying out the Monroe doctrine 
Ix)ng before he talked to the Brazil- 
ians, and when he was president of 
the United States, Mr. Roosevelt sent 
his secretary of state, Elihu Root, to 
the Spanish-American countries to 
talk to them along lines similar to 
those which he is now following him- 
self. 


Solve Many Problems. 


The matters concerning which Mr. 


Roosevelt as president, and later as 
traveler, and Mr. Root as secretary 
of state, spoke to the Central and 
South 
Americans 
concerned 
them- 


selves almost wholly with the Monroe 
Doctrine, but afterward Mr. Root in 
correspondence 
with 
the 
stronger 


countries of the South suggested that 
concerted action between the United 
States and the countries addressed 
might solve many problems and keep 
the peace when war was threatened. 
The Roosevelt-Root suggestion was 
known as the "monitor nation" plan 
and the matter was thoroughly dis- 
cussed with representatives of the 
stable Latin-American countries. 


Under the Taft administration, this 


' monitor nation" plan was forgotten. 
At no time during the trouble with 
Mexico has there been shown any dis- 
position on the part of the adminis- 
tration or the state department to 
ask Brazil, Argentine, Chile or any 
other South American country to aid 
tho United States in its attempts to 
straighten out things in Mexico. 


John Barrett's suggestion of some 


little time ago was ignored at first, but 
now it is likely to receive attention 
It is possible that the government of- 
ficials may find some means to make 
it of service at the present time 
They are extraordinarily anxious to 
find a way out of the Mexican trou- 
ble without intervention, and it is con- 
ceivable that out of the director gen 
eral's office in the Pan-American build 
lag has come the hint of a method of 
relief and release. 


Legislation for Women. 


Thera has just gone into effect in 


the District of Columbia an eight-hour 
law for working women. No woman 
in this district, hereafter, unless en- 
gaged in domestic service, is to be 
allowed to work longer than eight 
hours a day, and she must rest for 
one full day each week.

Lord Mansfield, at a Loss With One 


Explanation, Was Quickly There 


With Another.

Lord Mansfield was try- 


ing a case in which an old man named 
Elm, who was upwards of eighty, gave 
his evidence with remarkable clear- 
ness.

Within a few months congress wffl 


add to this legislation a minimum 
wage law which will be effective in 
the District of Columbia and which 
shall apply to women worker*. Today 
nearly all the senators and representa- 
tives are trying to cnrry favor with 
woman-kind in order to offset the pos- 
sible political results of a majority of 
the members' antagonism to woman 
suffrage. 
When the eight-hour law 


for women was first introduced into 
congress Senator La Follette who was 
its chief sponsor found little sympathy 
with his efforts. A change came re- 
cently in the attitude of those who 
stood in opposition. The adoption of 
the Constitutional amendment provid- 
ing for the election of senators by a 
direct vote of the people it is said had 
much to do with the change. Women 
can vote in a good many states of the 
Union. 


In the District of Columbia there is 


what is known as the 
Consumers' 


league. 
On the advisory board are 


such well known men and women as 
William C. Redfleld, secretary of com- 
merce; Judge Julian W. Mack, Miss 
Julia C. Lathrop and Mrs. Ellen Spen- 
cer Mussey. On its executive commit- 
tee are Miss Constance D. Leupp and 


Mrs. 
Harvey W. Wiley. It was due to 


the efforts of the league that the bill 
limiting women's work to eight hours, 
six days in a week, was passed. The 
league will now undertake to secure 
the passage of a minimum wage law 
and probably it will succeed in its ef- 
forts. 


Talked of Cutting Wagep. 


The eight-hour law has been in op- 


eration' only a few days. Some of the 
employers of the district took to the 
new order of things gracefully, ad- 
justed their establishments to meet its 
requirements and said never a word 
about cutting wages. 
Other employ- 


ers growled, talked about the Invasion 
of the field of private rights and talked 
openly about cutting wages. 


Are wages being cut in the District 


of Columbia because women are not to 
be compelled to toil ten or twelve 
honrs each day as was the case in 
many instances in the past? Not a bit 
of it. As soon as the members of the 
Consumers' league heard from women 
employes that they were in danger of 
losing enough of their wages to make 
proper living hard If not impossible, 
the members of the league became ac- 
tive. 
Word of active Intention also 


came from some of the leading mem- 
bers of congress, and the message was 
that if wages were not maintained at 
a proper level a minimum wage law 
would be passed at once, and there 
was a sort of a grim suggestion that 
the minimum might not be "too much 
of a minimum." 


Some of the leading employers of 


the district who had Intended to cut 
wages and had voiced this intention, 
gave in at once and told their em- 
ployes that their envelopes each week 
would contain just as much money as 
they had in the past. This action prob- 
ably will prevent congress from fixing 
the minimum wage at as high a figure 
as otherwise would have been the 
case, but having once thought on the 
subject of passing the new law, the 
leaders decided to stick to the original 
Intention 
The Consumers' league will 


see that they do not give way to a 
second thought on the subject. 


Lawmakers Are Weary. 


Congress is tired. 
It has been at 


its work with very few intervals for 
rest for a good deal orer a year. 
There are in the present congress 
men who have served through many 
congresses, and so it is that all 
of 
the 
old 
members 
have 
been 


hard at it In a legislative way with 
few breaks, ever since the beginning 
of the Taft administration. From that 
time to this there has been an extra 
session of congress every short ses- 
sion year. 


There is a noticeable listlessness in 


both houses on all subjects, except 
of course Mexico, which keeps men 
keyed up to a high pitch while it is 
under discussion. 
Anti-trust legisla- 


tion has failed to arouse much inter- 
est. It is evident that some members 
of the dominant party think it Is not 
drastic enough and others think that 
it Is too drastic. They know nothing 
definitely except that it will not be 
possible to tell what the bills will do 
to business until they have been tried 
out in the form of law. 


Here and there in unexpected places 


in the senate the Democrats are find- 
ing opposition to this feature and that 
feature of the administration's anti- 
trust measures. The party leaders in 
the senate are slowly and unwillingly 
coming to the belief that If the "five 
brother" bills are to he put through 
in the form in which Mr. Wilson 
wishes, it will be necessary to pass 
them tinder the dictation of a caucus. 


In Hands of Committees. 


The bills have been separated and 


haye been given for consideration Into 
the care of two committees of the 
house and two committees of the sen- 
ate, judiciary and interstate 
com* 


merce 
The hearings are being con- 


ducted in the mosf leisurely way. No 
bomba are bursting In the presence 
of witnesses, committeemen and on- 
lookers, and the proceedings generally 
are several tones below the humdrum. 
Languid inquirers are told that the 
anti-trust bills are going through. 
When? 
"Oh, before long, and con- 


gress will get away early." 


In the house the anti-trust measures 


will be put through under a rule with 
an allowance for a certain number 
o{ hour's debate on each side. When 
the measures once get out of the com- 
mittee the house will make short work 
of them. In the senate the proceed- 
ings will be longer drawn out, but 
there is evidence enough in hand to 
make the leaders believe that debates 
will be closed and the votes taken In 
one-third the time which it took some 
years ago to put through the railroad 
rate bill 


to bed without being more or less 
drunk.

late to be of service in saving the

have under, study is .one. which.:.was 
'suggested during the Roosevelt admin- 
istration, .but to .which no attention 
was paid during the ".Taft :,time."

It. is possible, and it may .not be 


wounding to Democratic pride to say 
it is probable, .that the Washington- 
officials have been spurred to the 
study of the' new:, means, of keeping 
turbulent Spanish-American Republics 
under control by the. reports Of the 
sympathetic and enthusiastic 
recep- 


tion which has: been given in great 
South American countries.1 .to; recent 
words of Theodore Roosevelt who has 
been talking to the Spanish-Americans 
on various economic and political sub-; 
jects.

Recently John Barrett, director gen- 


eral of the Pan-American Union, who 
knows' how all the diplomats, of all 
the South and Central American, coun- 
tries feel on most political subjects, 
suggested that .counsel be taken with 
the more powerful governments to the 
south of us with, a view to concerted 
action .which might 'have potent Influ- 
ence in settling the present Mexican 
difficulty. 
. . •• 
'Looking to the Future.' 


Mr. Barrett's suggestion of course 


went far beyond the present Mexican 
trouble and was. Intended as .advice 
which, if followed, might preventsuch 
troubles in the future. .. No attention 
was paid to the director general for 
some little time, for-a man with an 
idea sometimes has a. hard time get- 
ting a hearing. It seems now, how- 
ever, that attention is to be paid to 
what Mr. Barrett has -said and his 
suggestion will be allowed to lose 
nothing of its force with Democracy 
because it happens to be a -kindred 
suggestion to one made a long while 
ago by Theodore Roosevelt. 


Only on one occasion of any note 


has the United States government 
aaked South and Central American 
governments to use their moral sua- 
sion to prevent trouble among their 
neighbors. 
A few years, ago when 


hostilities were threatened between' 
Honduras and Nicaragua, Mexico was 
requested by the United States to 
ask the belligerents to "remember, 
their duty to each an'd to the rest of 
America." Mexico, then under a dif-- 
fere'nt leader, than it Is today, was 
proud of the mission given, into its 
hands. - It acted, and' Honduras and 
Nicaragua kissed and made up. 


Last fall the Washington dispatches, 


told of the interest that congress was 
showing 'in what Theodore Roosevelt 
said at Rio de Janeiro'concerning the 
participation of Central and South 
American countries In the work of 
carrying out the Monroe doctrine.. 
Long before he talked to the Brazil- 
ians, and when he was president- of 
the United States, Mr. Roosevelt sent 
his secretary of state, Elihu Root, to 
the Spanish-American countries to 
talk to them along lines similar to 
those which he is now following hlm- 


Within a few months congress 


add to this legislation: a minimvun 
wage';-law wiiehnwill be,effective la. 
the District of Columbia and which 
shall apply to women workers. Today 
nearly all the senators and, representa- 
tives are trying to curry favor with 
woman-kind_in order to offset the pos- 
sible political results of a majority of 
the members' antagonism to woman 
suffrage. 
When the eight-hour law 


for women was first Introduced into 
congress Senator La Follette who was 
its chief sponsor found, little sympathy 
with his efforts. 
A change came re- 


cently In th,e attitude of -those who 
stood in opposition. The adoption of 
the Constitutional amendment provid- 
ing .for the election of senators by a 
direct vote of the people it Is said had 
much to do with the change. Women 
can vote in a good many states of the 
Union.

John Barrett's suggestion' of some 


little time ago was ignored at first, but 
now it is likely to receive attention.- 
it fs possible ' that the government of- 
ficials may find some means to' make 
It of service at the present time. 
They are extraordinarily anxious to 
find a way out of the\Mexlcan trou- 
ble without intervention, and it Is Con- 
ceivable that out of the director gen- 
eral's office in the Pan-American build- 
ing has come the hint of a method of 
relief and release."

Word of active Intention also 
came from some of-the leading mem- 
bers of'congress, and'the message was 
that if wages-were not .'maintained at. 
a proper level a minimum wage law 
would be passed' at once, and there 
was .a sort of a grim suggestion that 
the minimum might not be "too much 
of .a minimum." . . . ' . . .

Some of.' the leading employers of 


the district who had Intended to cut 
wages and had 'voiced this' Intention,, 
gave in at once "and told their em- 
ployes that their envelopes each week 
would contain just as much money as 
they had In the past.

the minimum wage at as high a figure 
as otherwise would have been the 
case, but having once thought on the 
subject of passing the new law, the 
leaders decided to^stick to the original 
intention. The Consumers' league will 
see that they do .not give way to a 
second thought on the subject.

County Teachers' examination/ in it- 
self is all well and go.pd as far as it 
goes, but. , such ability receives 
but 


little recognition when placed ^n) 
competition with a high school 'edu- 
cation, even the poorest, at higher, in- 
stitutions of- learning' . The power 
gained by the graduates of the pres- 
ent day high school lo meet condi- 
tions as' they are or, in others words, 
the ability of the graduates to "catch 
on," measures the efficiency of the 
high school today. 
. ; 


Preparing its graduates for col- 


lege is a minor mission of the high 
school, Service to the community of, 
which the high school is a part must 
be its major mission. A high school 
that ministers to all the people is de- 
serving of the support of the whole 
community. The high schools of the 
past generation failed to fulfill their 
mission as public schools. As a con- 
sequence, we have springing up a- 
roiind us Agricultural schools, Teach- 
ers' Training schools, and in the 
.larger cities,, trade schools. . The 
state of Wisconsin recognizes still 
further this failure by providing for 
the so-called Continuation schools. 
We are doing more to fulDll our mis- 
sion than; most schools, but can we 
not do still more?

with analyses of the stomachs of the 
birds to determine what they feed 
upon and where they g£t it. 
When 


the information-gathered is publish- 
ed every farmer will be able to know 
definitely what birds eat his crops, 
or eat insects that prey on his crops, 
or are merely song-birds. 
About 


220 kinds of birds visit the state dur- 
ing the year.

the subordinate lodges to put the idea 
into practical operation. And this, 
not because our brothers are unable 
or unwilling to become "Big Broth- 
ers," but rather, wo believe, because 
there has been no well-defined plan 
by which the boys requiring the as- 
sistance of Big Brothers could be 
.sought out and brought to the at- 
tention and care of the Big Brothers. 


Recognizing the importance of an 


organized effort in each subordinate 
lodge to protect and look after those 
little fellows, the Grand Lodge at its 
last session at Rochester, N. Y-, gave 
its unqualified endorsement to a plan 
of work in furtherance of the "Big 
Brothers Movement," which had been 
adopted and put into practical opera- 
tion by Hammond, Indiana, Lodge, 
No. 485. This plan is as follows; 


Have each lodge furnish to the 


judge of the Juvenile court the names 
of all Elks, who are willing to act as 
Big Brothers to the unfortunate boys 
brought into such court. The judge 
then instead of committing or parol- 
ing Uie boy to the custody of a proba- 
tion or other ofllcer asks a Big Broth- 
er Elk to look after and take care of 
the boy. 
"Under this plan the little 


fellow is not obliged to report to the 
court, or to a probation or other ofll- 
cer, but the 7-eport of the boy's con- 
duct and progress is made by the Big 
Brother without the knowledge of 
the boy, thus eliminating the one ob- 
jectionable feature of the Juvenile 
court system, namely; the rule re- 
quiring the boy to report at stated 
intervals to an officer attached to 
the court. 


The Big Brother In looking after 


the little brother must necessarily 
come in contact with the parent or 
parents of the boy, and thus is in a 
position to acquaint himself with the 
causes which are responsible for the 
boy's delinquency. 
It also affords 


the Big Brother an opportunity to 
help the parents of the boy by advice 
and suggestion to live along right 
Jines, and to assist the parents in 
many ways to make it easier for the 
little fellow, with the aid of !.he Big 
Brother to become and be a better 
boy. 


In many places it will be found 


that there are no juvenile court sys- 
tems, and In many localities the num- 
ber of boys brought into such courts 
is, fortunately, not uvrge enough to 
provide wonc for all Elks who are 
willing to act the Big Brother, But 
the Big Brothers movement should 
not bo confined altogether to reclaim- 
ing the bad boy. 
It will be found 


that there are many cases where lit- 
tlo fellows whose parents are poor 
but deserving, should be assisted and 
the education and general welfare of 
the boy looked after by a Big Broth- 
er, The names of such boys can eas- 
ily be obtained from the principals 


ties of motherhood upon cooks. 


"The average home woman spends 


by far the greater part of her time, 
not in the care and-training of her 
children, but In. the purchase and 
preparation of food and clothing. 
And in the performance of these tasks 
sho finds our great industrial system 
arrayed against her. 


"This Is the Socialist's indictment 


against private industry. 
It makes

Sanitary Rules Issued. 


The state board of health has just 


issued tentative rules and regula- 
tions governing the sanitary and safe- 
ty conditions of hotels and restaur- 
ants in this state. The rules cover 
the .construction of sewers, disposal 
of garbage, handling of foods, con- 
struction of sleeping apartments,- air- 
ing and cleaning of linen and dining 
room and kitchen regulations.' No 
employe of a hotel is permitted to 
use tobacco while on duty no'r is: any 
person with a communicable' disease 
to be employed. The bedding regu- 
lations provide that the li'hdersheet 
is to completely cover .the mattress 
and the top sheet must be-as wide as 
the mattress and, six 'months after 
the adoption of the rule's,'at least 96 
Inches long. The long top sheet is 
to be folded back so as to cover all 
top'covering at least 12 inches. Vio- 
lators are subject to a fine of from 
?25 to ?200.

A ballot 
so marked and having no other'mark will be counted for all the candidates 
of that party in the column underneath,-unless the names of some of the 
candidates of the party'have been erased or a name shall be written in, or a 
cross mark be placed in the square at the right of the name or names of can- 
didates in another column.

TRl'ES TO THE SOUTH. , 


TO WEIGH .'BARRETT'S -IDEA 


Government pfflclals Are Anxious to 


Arrange Some Plan of Concerted 


Action to Prevent Wa> Among 
- 


Our Neighbors.. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 


Washington.—While it may be too 


late to be of service, in saving the 
menacing Mexican situation; the', offi- 
cials of. the state''• department- are 
studying a plan 'by- means of which lty 
may.be possible to prevent troubles 
of like kind In the future. The plan 
which the officials,, presumably with 
the sanction of the administration, 
have under, study is one which was 
suggested during the Roosevelt admln- 
st'ration, but to .which no at'tentlon 
was paid during1 the "Taft ,time." 


It, Is possible, and it may not be 


wounding to Democratic pride to say 
it is probable, that the Washington 
officials have been spurred to the 
flfudy of the new means o£ keeping 
turbulent Spanish-American Republics 
under control' by the reports of thd 
sympathetic and enthusiastic recep- 
tion which has been giyen in great 
South American countries to recent 
words of Theodore Roosevelt who has 
been talking to the Spanish-Americans 
on various economic and political sub- 
jects. 


Recently John Barrett, director gen- 


eral of the Pan-American Union, who 
knows how all the diplomats of all 
the South and Central American coun- 
tries feel on most political subjects,, 
suggested that counsel be taken with 
the more powerful governments to the 
south of us with a view to concerted 
action which might'have potent1 influ- 
ence In settling the present Mexican 
difficulty. 


. ' Looking to the, Future. 
. . 


Mr. Barrett's suggestion . of course 


went far beyond the 'present Mexican 
trouble and was .Intended as advice 
which, if followed, might prevent such 
troubles in Hie future. ; No attention 
was paid to the director general for 
some.little time, .for 'a man ;with an 
Idea sometimes has a hard time get- 
ting a hearing. It seems now, how- 
ever'; that' -attention is to be paid to 
what Mr. Barrett has.: said and his 
suggestion will, be . allowed to lose 
nothing of its force with Democracy 
because it happens .to be a -kindred 
suggestion to one made a long while 
ago by Theodore Roosevelt. 


Only on one occasion of any note 


has the United States government 
asked South and Central American 
governments to use their mor.al sua- 
sion 'to prevent trouble, among their 
neighbors. 
A few years, ago when 


hostilities were threatened between: 
Honduras apd Nicaragua, Mexico was 
requested by the United, States to 
ask the belligerents to "remember, 
their duty to each and to the rest-of. 
America." Mexico, then under a dif-; 
fere'nt leader, than- it is today, was 
proud of the mission given into its 
hands.- It acted, and* Honduras and 
Nicaragua kissed and made up. 


Last fall the Washington dispatcher. 


told of the interest that congress was 
showing 'In what Theodore Roosevelt 
said at Rio de Janeiro' concerning the 
participation of Central and South 
American countries in the work of 
carrying out the Monroe doctrine.. 
Long before he talked to the Brazil- 
ians, and when he was president of 
the United States, Mr.-Roosevelt sent 
his secretary of state, Elihu Root, to 
tho Spanish-American countries to 
talk to them along lines similar . to 
those which he is now following him-:

Roosevelt as. president, and later as 
traveler, and Mr. Root as secretary 
of state, spoke to the Central and 
South Americans concerned
